It forces down prices—that is, it 
increases the dollar's value faster than 
the number of dollars of debi dimin- 
shes.”

Y little story yesterday of how Col, Lindbergh's 
nerves had’ grown frazzled with the many public 
receptions and attentions he had got, recalls by way 
of contrast a little episode I saw on the occasion of 
| the Prince of Wales’ visit to Canada in 1919. It has 
never been chronicled, I was the only newspaperman 


present and at that time had temporarily doserted 
newspaper work for mining, and had no call to tell of

Tt was after the dance which the Prince attended 
at the Hotel Vancouver in the coast city, I had gone 
to the hotel to meet a mining partner, an Alaskan, and 
his wife. The lady bad given a noticeable sniff when 
I told her that the people thronging the rotunda earlier 
in the evening were there to get a 160k at the Prince. 

Midnight came. My friends came down to the 
rotunda with me to say goodbye. We lingered there 
for some time over our farewells, Half a doren old 
charwomen with palls and mops came out to wash the 
terazzo floor, They had got nicely started when the 
manager came out and shoord them way out of sight 
through & doorway fn some oak panelling. Someone 
has seen the Prince's military attache cross the ball- 
room floor and whisper to him. The word went round 
that this was the signal to leave, and that the Prince 
was about to depart. 

People in the rotunda moved up to the doorway 
and made a couple of lines as the manager was getting 
the charwomen out of sight. There were a few minutes 
of Wailing. When the manager had disappeared, one 
after another the old dames—Wwith a very womanly 
desire to see the Prince—came out and lined themselves 
back against the panelling. They were apparently 
ready to beat a retreat if the manager returned. 

My friends and I moved up Into line. As the Prince 
| left, he shook hands with numbers of the people who 
} Were in the lines, saying in short jerky accent: “Good 
night!” “Good night!” As he did so he caught sight 
of the old charwomen away in the background. Making 
his way through the Iine he went up to each old lady 
made a stiff littie bow, shook her by the hand and said:

It was entirely spontaneous and impromptu. I 
looked at the American Jady who had sniffed at men- 
tion of the Prince earlier in the evening. There was 
a tear in each eye.

The Hon. H. H. Steveiw, minister of trade and 
commerce, in the forthcoming issue of the Commercial 
Inteligence Journal, draws attention to the fact that 
the depariment’s representatives in Great Britaln state 
that they are handicapped in their efforts to maintain 
the flow of Canadian products in that country by lack 
of uniformity of quality and the indifference regarding 
continulty of supply on the part of Canadian exporters 
Due to these handicaps, while the department has 
been doing its best to develop the market for Canadian 
products and has met with a considerable measure of 


success, the results accomplished are not so great as 
they would be were more attention paid to these two 
points. The complaints regarding lack of Continuity 


of supply have been made in regard to a number of 
commodities, including cattle, bacon, eggs, butter and 
canned goods, while lack of undformily of quality has 
been periodically alleged against certain others, In 
some cases exporters are fully aware of these sbort- 
comings and are not to blame es they are dependent 
upon the primary producers.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Parrot Fever 

Question: Mrs, Cathryn I. writes: “I have heard 
that there are several cases of parrot disease around 
here. What is the best way to prevent the disease from 
spreading?” 

Answer: Any person purchasing a bird of the parrot 
family should put the bird in immediate isolation for 
a period of thirty days, If the bird develops sickness 
within this period, it should cither be destroyed or con- 
tinued in fsolation for an additional period of thirty 
days. Those who attend sick birds should not work 
among healthy birds. The cages used for sick birds 
should be of the kind which will allow the entire cage 
to be dipped in bolling water or disinfecting solution. , 

Strong Feet 

Question: T. F. writes: “Some time about s year 
ago I remember seeing in your column a remedy for 
offenssive smelling feet. Will you kindly reprint it?” 

Answer: Wash the feet with soap and water twice 
daily. Sprinkle boric acid powder on the feet after 
cach washing. Provide yourself with several pairs of 
shoes, wearing a different pair each day. Shoes can 
be kept odorless by being filled at night with some kind 
of grain, such as corn, which has been warmed in the 
oven so that it is theroughly dry. 

Growth on Gum 

Question: Mr. Carlyle S. writes: “Have a growth on 
my lower gum since last August about the size of a 
bean. Doesn't seem to get b'gger and doesn't hurt. 
Tried lots of things but nothing helped. I am afraid 
it might turn into cancer.” 

Answer: Lumps on the lips or gums should always 
be examined by a reliable diagnostician at their first 
appearance. You should haye an immediate diagnosis 
made to find out the nature of the lump.

respondents do so, They argue for and against. They 
want to know what it is and what I think about it. 
They know that psychologists dispute about it end- 
lessly, and especially that John B. Watson added to the 
excitement by saying that he didn't 
believe in it, and proposed to write 
@ psychology without it. It all nar- 
rowed down to behavior. When you 
studied rats or dogs, you noted their 
behavior when you put them in this 
or that situation, and did not won- 
der about what went on inside the 
rat's mind or the dog's. Why not 
treat humans in just the same way? 
That view of the matter became 
known as behaviorism, 

But it is not all so simple; @ 
problem cannot be solved by dis- 
missing it. There is a story current that when some 
one fainted hi the building in which a noted psychol- 
ogist's jaboratory was situated, he ran out for a doctor, 
telling him some one had “lost consc_ousness, “Lost 
what? I thought you didn't believe in that sort of 
thing?” It matters little whether the story is true or 
not; it Mlustrates the point tha re are all sorts of 
changes in mental states that are as real as any reall- 
ties we know. So we must have a name for them and 
for the conditions under which they arise, and th 
best name is consciousness. 

As @ fact if you desersbed a human being’s behavior 
from the ouleide and knew nothing of what was going 
on iuside, you couldn’. describe it at all; that is, nob 
very often or very far. I go ‘nto a room and look at @ 
form stretched out on the bed and say the man is 
aslecp; my eyes tell me that. If you ask me what he 
ts doing, I say he is sleeping. My ears tell me that he 
is snoring. Then the man wakes up and tells me ho 
has been dream'ng. So there is no one answer to 
what a man {s doing; and part of the answer comes 
from the man and cannot be supplied by the observer 
And that’s what ts meant by consciousness. So why 
heattete to call it all behavior which can be reported 
conscious behavior, even Wicluding dreaming? Psy 
chology studies the total behavior of a human being 
by all methods available under all significant condi-

much reliance on that self-report that you get when 
you are both observer and subject and look inside 
yourself, or introspect, may mislead.
